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The origination and early success of this Hospital as a School 
for Ophthalmic Surgery are attributable to a great Surgeon, 
John Cunningham Saunders, who first adapted the operation for 
Cataract to* the condition of infancy. It is the earliest, in order of 
time, of the Institutions of this class, now so general throughout 
this Empire and in other countries. 



It is deemed right to draw attention to the delay in st^nitting 
children with Cataract to the care of the Surgeon, In 550 cases of 
that description brottght to the Hospital^ the average age is estimated 
at seven years, although the condition of early childhood is most 
favourable for the operation. 
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REPORT for 1876. 

The Committee of Management; before adverting to 
the affairs of the Boyal London Ophthalmic Hospital 
for the past year, desire to pay a tribute of regret to 
two Members of their Board, who have died since the 
last Annual Meeting. 

Mr. B. F. Dalbymple (brother of the late John 
Dalbymple, F.B.S., formerly one of the most distin- 
guished members of the Medii^al StafiO had been 
connected with the Institution for thirty-two years, 
earnestly interested in and promoting its welfare, and 
on many occasions kindly advising on and acting for 
its interests as Honorary Solicitor. Mr. H. Gollinson 
had been a Member of the Committee for some time, 
and had always taken great interest in the manage- 
ment and welfare of the Hospital, and most constant 
in attendance at the various Committee meetings. 

The principal event of last year was the completion 
of the third floor, by which the Committee were 
enabled, with 100 Beds for In-Patients, to allot a 
larger number than heretofore to each of their Sur- 
geons, which those gentlemen duly appreciated. The 
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Board were somewhat disappointed at the response 
made to their public appeal for aid, but trust that the 
necessary increase of annual expenditure will be met 
by a corresponding addition to the annual revenue. 
There can hardly be a stronger claim for support than 
that of restoring the blessing of sight to the blind. 

No other event of moment has occurred except the 
resignation, under Bule 22, by Mr. Bowman of his 
office of Surgeon, whereby he has become " Consult- 
ing Surgeon " to the Institution he has so long served 
and adorned. The Committee had no choice but to 
accept that resignation; yet, considering it due to 
Mr. Bowman's admitted reputation, as well as the 
welfare of the Hospital, they placed 5 Beds at his 
disposal, that for a limited period, and pending a 
definition of the duties of Consulting Surgeon, they 
might secure his continued interest and advice. 

These duties have never been defined, but the 

» 

Medical Council suggests that, from June next, they 
should be purely consultative and professorial, includ- 
ing lectures to be delivered at the invitation of the 
Medical Council, and consultations with his col- 
leagues in the presence of the students. 

The Board would suggest these duties to Consulting 
Surgeons after next June, when the contemplated 
period will have elapsed since Mr. Bowman's resig- 
nation.

Ammded at a Special Meeting of the Governors held at 
the Hospital on the 6th of May, 1873. 



NAME. 

The Royal London Ophthalmic Hospital shall be Name and 
open daily for the relief of the Poor, of every country and ^^^^^^ * 
denomination^ suffering from disease or injury of the Eye. 

II. 

OBJECTS. 

Every applicant, being poor, shall have gratuitous advice Objects, 
and a supply of medicine as an Out-Patient. In-Patients 
to be admitted by Governors' tickets, or at the discretion 
of the Medical Officer in attendance, regard being had to 
the extent of accommodation afforded by the Hospital. 

III. 

MANAGSHEKT. 
Committee : its Powers and Fonotions. 

The Hospital shall be under the management of a Com- Manage- 
mittee, consisting of twenty-four Governors, to be ap- 
pointed at the Annual Meeting ; and the President, the 
Vice-Presidents, Treasurer, and Trustees shall be, ex officio, 
members of the Committee. The Committee, at their first

Meeting after being chosen, to elect a Chairman and Deputy 
Chairman. The Committee may appoint to vacancies during 
the current year, so as to maintain the full number of 
twenty-four should they think fit.
